The argument that money may be 
accepted provided nothing is given in re- 
turn is an attempt to befuddle the real 
issue, It concéals the main point which 
is that what is customary and perhaps 
tolerable elsewhere may be intolerable 
in the close official family of the Presi- 
dent. Of those Who are at. the top, the 
country has a right to demand a self-im- 
posed standard of. conduct, which is much 
higher than the laws against bribery and. 
graft. “That was in essense the principle 
on which Gen. Eisenhower ‘ran for Presi- 
dient in 1952. 


Must Be Examples 


The ultimate power of the state can- 
not be entrusted to men whose concep- 
tion of public virtue is that their integ- 
rity is adequate if they cannot be con- 
victed of crime. It is not asking too 
Much that in the highest places men 
must be an example of what ought to 
be the general practice. They cannot ex- 
cuse themselves by saying that in fact 
they have done only as. many others 
have done. 


It is a very demoralizing argument, 
.which has been urged since the disclo- 


so why set. up a hypocritical outery. be 


cause one more official:.is found to be 
doing it. This cynical, apology is not in 
fact true. Everybody in thé government 
is not doing it. In politics and in busi- 
ness there is,.as we all know, a big trade 
in influence, and a great deal of loose 
conduct.

~ Few Knew It Then 
But 1858 Decision 
Had World Effect 


By BRUCE HUTCHISON 
Editor of the Times- 


An odd little ceremony at Fort Langley, a cen- 
tury ago this yer, was a decisive event in world 
history, though few men could realize it then. The 
future division of the North-American continent 
huhg on it. The subsequent events of Canada’s life 
were implicit in the frail embryo of a wooden fort 
beside the Fraser River. If things had gone wrong 
in 1858 there would be no British Columbia today, 
probably no Canada. 


But the white man’s story in this land did not 
begin here or at Fort Langley. More of that- story 
lies before the creation—of— theBritish Cohumbia- 
colony than aftergit. 

Drake had seen ‘our_shore. in 1579, the ‘Span- 
jards_had explored it in the eighteenth century, 
Mackenzie had reached it on foot, overland, in 1793, 

~had-descender-his-river-in-1808-and-James— 
Douglas. had founded Fort Victoria in 1843 to hold 
for Britain the line of Juan de .Fuca’s Strait-after. 
the loss of Oregon to thé young American Republic. 

The arrival of Douglas and his new judge, 
Matthew Baillie Begbie, at Fort Langiey in the 
autumn of 1858 was decisive just the same. For ~ 
the founding of British Columbia~as a Crown colony 


meant that the Queen’s law and the whole power , 


of the British Empire were committed to the de- 
fence of the forty-ninth parallel and the line of the 
strait against the northward reach .ofManifest 
Destiny.

U.S. Sought B.C. as Corridor 


To the north the Russians owned Alaska. The 
ezar’s empire stretched from the Baltic to the 
Rockies—a portent of other czars and another sys- 
tem but. the same old pressures in our time. 

To the south the United States was fully occu- 
pied with its own vast territories but already had its 
eye on Alaska, and if Alaska could be acquired, at 
least the corridor leading to it and-probably-much 
land besides. must..surely fall into American. hands. 


mbhat.corridor.was. British Columbia. 


To the east an obscure’ small-town politician 
named James A. Macdonald was patching up a po- 
litical coalition in the disordered colony of Canada 
with his eyes on the far, unknoWn west. 

And in; London a’ few far-sighted Englishmen 
(his policy more improbable 
than his best-selling novels) had seen already that 
the loss of British Columbia and the Pacific Coast 
of America would mean the second: dismemberment 
‘of the British Empire in less than a century. 

Fort Langley, in 1858, was thus a little-noted 
focus of world politics as Begbie administered the 
oath of office to Governor Douglas of British Co- 
lumbia, and ‘Douglas swore in Begbie (who knew 
little law) as the sole custodian of British justice in 
a territory larger than most European nations. 

Something much more urgent than the slow and 
subtle manoeuvres of imperial power was under way 
in that springtime one hundred years ago. ‘ Douglas 
was about to found a colony but he was also fac- 
ing an invasion. 

Could he resist it? Could he hold British Co- 
lumbia with one judge, 4 few policemen and an 
empty treasury at his second capital of Victoria? It 
-must have taken-a bold man to answer that ques- - 
tion with assurance in the spring of 1858. Fortu- 
nately Douglas was such a man. 


Trouble Came When Gold Discovered 


His danger had begun about two years earlier 
when someone—said to be a prospector named James 
Huston—had found gold in Tranquille Creek, a min- 
ute tributary of the Thompson and the Fraser, near. 
Douglas recognized” the “conse- 
-quences ‘of that discovery. He wrote to the Colonial 

Office in 1857: “The reported wealth of the minés 
is causing much excitement among the population 
of ‘the United States territory of Washington and 
: Oregon, and I have no doubt that a_great-number 
of the people from those territories will be attracted 
thither with the return of fine weather in the spring.” 

As usual, Douglas was right. This methodical 
man made it a point to be right at all times. 

In the spring he looked out of his Fort Victoria 
upon a city. of tents. The expected American inva- 

“sion had begun—miners from the. washed-out placer 

fields of California, clerks and gamblers from San 
Francisco, farmers and loggers from Puget Sound, 
deserters from the American army. To Douglas they. 
looked a dangerous lot at first but for once the 
canny Scot was wrong.. 

The Americans, he wrote to London, “are rep- 
resented as being with some exceptions a imen 
of the worst population of San Francisco; the very 
dregs, in fact, of society. Their conduct here would 


have led me to. form a very different conclusion.”

He knew that a clash between American miners 
and Indians in the gold fields could invoke the in- 
tervention of the American government to protect 
its nationals, and if American power once placed its 
foot astride the Fraser it might never be dislodged. 
The inviting corridor and vacuum. stretched from 
the river to Alaska. Here, then; was a moment of 
“decision. 

Still, after the solem_, words and the-salute-of- 
tiny cannons at Fort Langley; nothing very danger- 
ous seemed to be occurring on the Fraser. Some 
10,000 miners ‘were peacefully washing the sand 
bars up to Yale, six men had taken $2,000,900 ‘in 
gold out of a few hundred square yards at Hill's 
Bar, further upstream a few men had been mur- 
dered by the Indians, but all this was routine in a 

Nevertheless, the governor at Fort Vic- 
toria was anxious and he had good reason to be. 

The news, long expected, reached him in January. 
. An insurrection of some sort, he was told, had broken 
.out at Yale. The subsequent events are comic. in 
retrospect; they were not comic to Douglas and, 
without him, their results might: have been very 
different. 


Former California Judge Appears 


Among the Americans working the sand bars 
near Yale was a man as remarkable in his way as 
Douglas. His name was Ned McGowan, he had been 
deposed as a judge in California, had enriched himself 
“by corruption, had fled to the Fraser and was on his 
way to a distinguished career in American politics. 

Just what McGowan was really doing at Yale, 


whom he represented; if anybody, and whether he 


was part of a conspiracy to push American interests 
northward are questions that still divide and fascinate 
historians. Probably .we shall never know. — All 
Douglas knew, as he wrote in alarm to London, was 
that he faced an uprising on the Fraser. 

Its immediate origins were ridiculous, -like so 
many other small affairs which, from time to time, 
had altered the course of history along the boundary 

- of North America. 

On Christmas Day a tipsy miner~had-assaulted 
a Negro at Yale. The local magistrate issued a war- 
rant for the white man's arrest but the offender 
had escaped to Hill’s Bar. When the warrant was 
sent after him the Hill’s Bar magistrate decided 
that the Negro was the guilty party and ordered his 
arrest. ‘Then, as the Hill’s Bar policeman attempted 
to do his duty he was arrested by‘the Yale magistrate 
for “insolence.” 

This absurd dispute. between two magistrates 
would have been of no_ significance without_the 
presence of McGowan. - That gentleman of fortune, 
experienced in such matters, assembled a posse at 
Hill's’ Bar, boasted that -he would establish the 
American miners’ law where the writ of Queen. Vic- 
toria had failed to run, marched to Yale, abducted 
the local ma te, carried him downriver in a 
canoe and him $50 for “contempt of court.” 


First Challenge to British Law

He commandeered

McGowan, beholding this queer naval expedition 
wallowing up the Fraser toward Yale, prepared to 
resist it but lost his nerve as the engineers and 
sailors disembarked. 


After he had made a public apology and ‘paid 
a fine for assault he closed the comedy by giving a 
champagne dinner to Douglas’ officers and soon 
Teturned “to™ the ~United™ States” for’ adventures” of 
another kind“Buat the’ ‘comedy-had taught its lesson. 
No one ever attempted again to defy the Queen's 
law in British Columbia. 

In any case, the gold of the river bars was 
running out. The miners abandoned the Fraser and 
gave it the name of “humbug.” The first big boom 
was finished. The téfit city. of Victoria became 
again a desolate fort beside its harbor. Its merchants, 
says a contemporary newspaper, could only stand by 
their doors and project idle spittle into the streets.” 

. The two colonies of Vancouver Island and British 
Columbia existed in law and theory but. they had 
no population and apparently no future. 

The pessimists of 1859 had overlooked many 
things not readily visible from Victoria—among them 
four men named Doc Keithley, John Rose, Sandy 
MacDonald and George Weaver who must be 
poemeated unmarked but fateful figures in Canadian 

istory 


During the autumn of that year they tramped 
northward from Quesnel Lake, ‘camped one night 
by an unknown stream and resolved to give up their 
search for gold before winter caught them’ in this 
unmapped wilderness. 

Next morning they paused long enough to test 
the gravel of the stream beside their camp. In the 
bottom of their pan they found an ounce of gold. 
That was the beginning of the rush to Cariboo, 

Again the miners poured into Victoria from 
California, from the eastern States, Britain, China 
and the ends of the earth. The world had never 
seen a rush like this. 

; _The second march up the Fraser; the construc- 
tion of a detour trail around the narrow canyon by 
way of Harrison River and Lillooet; the unbelievable 
engineering feat of the Cariboo Road from Yale to 
Billy Barker's claim on Williams Creek; the mush- 
room town of Barkerville with its saloons, opera 
house, resorts of pleasure and German hurdy-gurdy 
girls; the stage coaches, freight teams of oxen, 
mules and camels; the mad trek of the Overlanders 
on foot from Canada across the prairies and through 


the Rockies—all this gaudy procession has long since ~ 


established itself in the Canadian myth. 


Great Events Stirring in Victoria 


The British Columbians of the sixties, however, 
had to grapple with something more formidable than 


’ myth and more durable than gold. For them the 


day of ultimate decision had arrived. 

In Victoria, now the capital of both Vancouver 
Island and British Columbia, lately joined in a single 
colony, great events. were stirring and a_ bitter 
dispute.

This far western agitation had found its leader; 
a handsome and eccentric person born with the © 
commonplace name of Smith who made himself Amor 
de Cosmos by solemn act of the California legislature. 

As the “Lover of the Worid” this extraordinary 
person burst like a bomb within the Victorian olli- 
garchy, feverishly scrawled his editorials in his news- 
paper, made Douglas’ new legislative buildings on 
James Bay, the wooden Bird Cages, ring with his 
oratory but, in all this confusion, beheld a great

Another and greater man, far away, had beheld 
the same dream—and the same danger. -As the 
first prime minister of a fragile structure called the 
Dominion of Canada, Macdonald perceived in de 
Cosmos a natural ally and, in the Manifest Destiny 
of the United States, a naturalenemy. ; 

“It’ is quite evident to mé,” Macdonald wrote 
to the British Government, “that the United States 
Government are resolved to do al! they can, short 
of war, to get ,pessession of the western territory 
and we must take immediate_and_vigorous steps to 
counteract them.” . 


‘Dreamers Unatraid of Prospects 


How to counteract them? The prospects were 
enough to frighten any men but dreamers like the 
Canadian Prime Minister and the World’s Lover. 


Already the United States House of Representa-, . 


tives had_officially declared that the Canadian Con- 
~federation violated the Monroe Doctrine. Secretary 
of State Seward had blandly proposed’ that Britain 
to the United States in pa rye 

laims and, inthe very. Ve 
Dentederetion: | le had: purchased Alaska from Po 
Russians. ‘The pincers seemed to be closing, from 
south and north, upon the corridor of British 
Columbia. 

Yet British Columbia had assets also. It had 
a permanent population brought to the. coast and 
the ‘interior by the gold rush. In de Cosmos and 
the Confederation party at Victoria it-fidd men who 
saw the vision of a transcontinental Canadian state. 

Against the Confederationists. stood a colonial 
government now almost bankrupt, an official clique: 
who were more interested“in getting their salaries 
than in joining Canada, and a group of thrifty 
merchants who saw. the chance “of profitonly~in 
“union” With the booming American territory across 
Fuca’s. Strait. 


Asif these~obstacles-to~ the~ Canadian—-dream— 


were not enough, the appalling Fraser Canyon, the 
Rockies’ unexplored gorges, the prairies and the 
badlands of the Precambrian Shield lay, empty, 
between Victoria and the newly-built national capital 
of Ottawa. 

>The issue at last was clear—the issue which 
must settle forever the prospect of a transcontinental 
state or, indeed, any permanent Canadian state at 
all, since the infant Canadian Dominion, east of the 
Great Lakes, could not long endure without the West. 

Either British Columbia must be joined to 
Canada by that’ modern invention, the ‘railway, or 
it would fall by sheer gravity into the —s lap 
of the American Republic. 


Focal Point of Pressures-— 


Everything “depended on Macdonald's ability to 
provide a railway, on British Columbia’s mene 
to join Confederation. Victoria, a sleepy lage 
beyond nowhere, hardly observed on the world map, 
had become the final foeus-of—imperial pressures. 
The Bird Cages on James Bay were the unlikely 
centre of the struggle for North America. 

Within the -Bird-Cages-a curious assembly, the 
Legislative Council of British Columbia, met for the 
momentous session of 1870 to consider possible Terms 
of Union With Canada. They included many compli- 
cated financial arrangements but the only thing that 


interested the colonial legislators was the hope of . 


a railway, or at least a wagon road, all the way 
from the St. Lawrence. 

The ensuing debate, though usually neglected 
by historians, must be counted one of the most 


crucial in the whole experience of Canada, the United 


States and the evolving Commonwealth. 

Henry Crease, the colonial attorney-general, 
launched that griny argument by warning the tense 
crowd within the cramped legislative chamber that 
British Columbia must join Canada or accept such 

rumbs of prosperity as their American neighbors 
would allow them. 

Dr. J. S. Helmcken, the hard-headed son-in-law 
of Douglas, replied that: “However much we are 
in favor of consolidating ‘British interests our own 
interests must come first ..._imperial interests can. 
afford to wait .. . whatever may be the result of 
the present vote it is impossible to deny the proba- 
bility of the less being absorbed by the greater, and 
it cannot be regarded as impossible that ultimately 
not—only..this_colony but. the whole Dominion_ of 
Canada will be absorbed by the United States.” 


De Cosmos’ Protests of No Avail 


. At this de Cosmos writhed in fury. “No! No!” 
he shouted while Helmcken calmly laid down the 
unanswerable logic of a single nation in America. 


“It is. dangerous,” said Helmcken, “to- place 
ourselves af the disposal of Superior numbers, who 
must necessarily legislate for the greater number, 
the people of the Atlantic provinces. No union on 
account~of love need be looked for.” And W. T, 
Drake added the final warning that under Confedera- 
tion “we should be transferred from the rule of 
statesmen at Downing Street to that of politicians 
at Ottawa.”

labor, recession and ~unem- 
ployment. 

“In addition increasing com- 
petition from Oriental labor, 
although often more imagi- 
nary than real, aggravated 
the working class and iabor 
leaders advised organizatjon 
in what was considered to be 
righteous self-defence.”

Trade union leaders heid 
that Orientals working ‘night 


and day for low pay made it 
difficult for white men to 
exist in such industries as 
tailoring, lumbering, mining. 
fishing and cigar-making. 

A city labor council was 
formed in Vancouver in 1889, 
and within a year similar 
bodies were organized in Vie- 
toria and New Westminster. 
They were affiliated to the 
Trades and Labor Congress of 
Canada formed in 1886 in To- 
rorito, 

The Vancouver Trades 
Councit in 1894 asked Con- 
gress to form alabor party 
whose plank shéuid be the ex 
clusion of the‘Chinese, similay 
to Australia's policy, or raise 
the entrance tax to $500 and 
a yearly entrance tax of $200. 

The government raised the 
head tax to $100. 

During the late 1880s, labor 
was busy fighting for the 
nine-hour day -- six days a 
week. 

Late in 1890 a broad organ 
ization of all ‘un' ons known 
as the B.C, Federated Labor 
Cangress was established to 
fight for the eight-hour day. 
Coal miners on Vancouver 
Isiand went on strike for the 
short day. 


United States Influence Develops 


Towards the turn of the 
century, the conservative 
tradition of British unionism, 
which had resulted in few and 
local strikes and restricted 
political. activity, was grad- 
ually replaced by American 

The American Labor Union, 
which adopted principles of 
the Socialist Party of Amer- 
ica, sent agents to the prov- 
ince. Two affiliates, the West- 
ern Federation of Miners and 
United Brotherhood of Rail- 
way Trainmen, aiso appeared 
on the scene, and fought with 
AFL unions, . 

About this time a series of 
labor parties were formed in 
the province, but none were 
able to form a government. 
The. ineffectual Socialist 
Labor Party was formed in 
1898; the Labor Party in 1899 
called for compulsory arbri- 

tration, public ownership of 


United Socialist Labor Party, 

although it fared poorly in 

the 1900 election attracted 

more attention; the Provincial 

Progressive Party, a socialist 
and moderate group, reached 
a peak of power in 1903. 

‘The radical movement, how- 
ever, died out in Jabor unions, 
especially after failure of a 
number ‘of strikes. in coal

The militia occupied strike 
area at an early stage, and 
violence and injuries, arrests 
and imprisonments came in

A resuitant royal commis 
sion condemned the abusive 

tnd intimidating tactics used 
by the striking miners, but 
endorsed the principie of coi- 
lective barga'ning as desir- 
able. It recommended the 
legal enforcement of such 
agreements through amend- 
ment of the Canadian Indus- 
trial Disputes Act as well as 
the prevention of discrimina- 
tion against men for —— 
ing to a union. 

The BC. Federation of 
Labor, was formed in 1910 
after the TLC recommended 
the establishment of provin- 
cial federations of labor, the 


from the Vancouver Trades 
Council. 

By 1913 the federation had 
120 ‘affiliated unions with a 
membership of 14,000, 

The B.C Federation of 
Labor faded out ‘vith the One 
Big Union and did not reap- 
pear until 1952, when it was 
formed as the B.C. Trade 
Union Congress. .

“The men and women of 
B.C. 100 years ago lived 
rugged lives.

Even for the best off and 
mostly highly plated of them, 
there was no clean bright hos- 
pital when babies arrived, 
often no blessing of anaes- 
thetic ‘when operations had 
to be performed, no anti- 
septic to assure that wounds

When young DreJ S. Helm- 
cken arrived in Victoria eight 
Years beforethe birth of 
British Columbia, the Hud- 
son's’ Bay Company had a 
surgeon on the fort staff.

During 1865 and 1866 there 
were 500 skilled men engaged 


in building telegraph lines, ex- 


ploring the route, or transport:

Not Complete Failure 


Tt was a magnificent defeat 
but the failure was not quite 
100 per cent. That portion of 

- the telegraph line between 
New Westminster, Quesnel 
and Barkerville became the 
origin of the present system 
in northern B.C. and very 
likely gave the Cariboo tele 
graph service much sooner 
than otherwise. 

Western Union operated the 
service until 1871, when the 
new Dominion of Canada 
Joomed as the new senior gov- 
ernment for the province. 

On Sept. 27, 1880, the gov- 
ernment purchased from 
Western Union 450 miles of 
land lines, and 16 miles of 
cable between Vancouver Is- 
land and the mainland, and 
operated them as part of the 
Dominion Government Tele.

Later, in the California 
mining fields, he formally 
petitioned the State Legisla- 
ture for a change of name.

But 
few know that he very nearly 
became Amor de Muggins 
instead. A legislative mem- 
ber with a sense of ‘humor 
tacked that on as an amend. 
ment to the original private 
bill — and it almost passed. 

Dé Cosmos acquired the 
printing plant. that Bishop 

“had used and soon 
was putting out-the—British 
Colonist three times a week 
(It was the same hand press 
that later was sold to the 
Cariboo Sentinel.) A>man of 
endless energies, he launched 
an immediate editorial war 
against Governor James 
Dotiglas and kept it up for 
years, ; 

There seemed to be room 
for another paper in the 
thriving settlement of Vic. 
toria and in 1862 D. W. Hig- 
gins, who had worked for 
the San Francisco Chronicle, 
teamed up with Sheriff Me- 


Millan to put out the Victoria 
Chronicle. 

The community proved not 
yet large enough for two. 
“papers. The British Colonist 
found it hard going and sold 
out to the Chronicle in 1866 
the merged publication being 
continued as the Colonist.

at early copies of the paper 
The British Colonist of Satur 
day, December 11, 1958, was

Five Newspapess-Once Ran Here 


Not many Victorians know 
that the Telegraph, the Ex- 
press, the News, the Globe, 
the Evening Post and the 
Chronicle were published here 
in early days to flourish tem- 
porarily. The Standard ran 
for 20 years, edited for some 
time by de Cosmos after he 
had left the Colonist. 

The Daily Times, first pub- 
lished on June 9, 1884, by Sen- 
ator William Templeman, was 
the only one of these later 
Projects to survive and be. 
a_part of today’s com- 
munity. 

It was first printed in prem- 
{ses on Broad Street which, 


later were torn down when | 


View Street was put through 
to Government. The paper 
moved to the building at the 
corner of Broad and Fort 
which became a landmark for 
many years, until the Colonist 
Times merged their mech- 
anical operations in the pres- 
ent building on- Douglas 
Street near Hillside in 1951. 
The first edition of the 
Times carried a good display 
of advertisements for San- 
Francisco firms, indicating 
the close connections between 
the two cities in those days. 
The main stories of the day ~ 
were a review of the building 
boom. in Victoria and a de- 
scription of the. steamer,

land, there had been numer- 
ous journalistic ventures. 

The Moodyville Tickler was 
the first paper to be pub- 
lished in the Vancouver area. 
It appeared on July 20) 1878, 
the brain child of a 26-year 
old sawmill clerk named 
William Colbeck. 

Like many a newspaper- 
man before and after 
him, Colheck’ worked the 
night triek. “drawing scanty 
draughts of inspiration from 
haught but the plaintive me!

The Port Moody Gazette 
was another early venture. A 
four-page weekly, it was first * 
published on Dec. 15, 1883, as 
an off-shoot of New Westmin- 
ster's “Mainland Guardian,” 
founded in 1869.

of a man or a couple of part- 

ners, each one embodied the 
hopes and the savings of 
someone who saw an oppor-

But nowhere more than in 
Vancouver were the problems 
of the newspaperman exem- 
plified. 

There was a Vancouver 
newspaper before there was 
a town. The Vancouver Week- 
ly Herald and North Pacific 
News saW the light of day on 
January 15, 1886.

Gradually the sys- 
tem and fixtures improved to 
permit hot water heating, and 
another of the great chores 
was lifted from the house- 
wife. 


Big Improvements 

The gas stove and gas hot 
water heater were in use by 
1894, and the first brave souls 
undertook to cook by. electri-

* &t designing an electric stove. 


The 1920s saw the refrigera- 
tor and washing machine com 
ing into common use, and 
each gave back its share of 
time to the housewife, and 
10 years later the miniature 
radio came along to brighten 
the reduced hours being 
spent in kitchen craft. 

Frozen food techniques and 
a wealth of electrical. equip- 
ment now permit the house- 


wife to whip up a four-course, 
delectable meal in.20 minutes: 
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what has she done with it?

Despite. a tremendous in- 
crease in hydro development 
since the end of the Second 
World War, B.C. is entering 
its second century with the 
surface ofits power resources 
scarcely scratched, 

aoe slightly Ness than 
3,006,000 horsepower is gen- 
evated by hydro electric 
plants throughout the prov- 
ince — sufficient for present 
needs but only about a quar- 
ter of the power that- must 
be available by 1975 if the in- 
dustrial expansion of the 
province. increases, as ex- 
pected, during the next 17 
years, 
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Utilization of water power 
began in BC. almost 110 
years ago when the Hudson's 
Bay Company built a sawmill 
‘on Mill Stream at Parson's 
Bridge at the head of Esqui- 
malt Harbor. A miliwright, 
brought from England to in- 
stal] the plant, succumbed te 
gold fever and left for Cali- 
fornia before he had finished 
the task. Another man, hired 
in England, selected grist mill 
machinery and “brought it 
with him to the Crown Co- 
lony of Vancouver Island. A 
ftive-horsepower overshot 
wheel cotmmenced sawing 
lumber on November 18, 1848. 

Another 50 years was to 
pass before the first hydro- 
electric plants were built in 
BC, 


Historians differ as to 
which plant was the first 
among the several which 


went into operation just be- 
fore the turn of the century. 
There was the small hydro- 
electric plant which gave 
Hight to the _now-destroyed. 
town of Sandon—a big min- 
ing centre during the boom 
in the Slocan area. About the 
same time the Neison Electric 
Light—.Company put in a 
small, T>-horsepower plant at 
Nelson, while, 45 miles away, 
at Kaslo, the Kootenay Elec- 
trie Company built a timber 
crib diversion dam on Kaslo 
Creek and put in a 250-horse- 
power horizontal turbine, 


Served Smelter 


One thing is certain, how- 
ever, ‘The Kootenays had the 
first hydro electric plant in 
B.C. to generate more. than 
1,000 horsepowe?t when the 
Lower Bennington Falls plant 
of the West Kootenay Power 
and Light Company went into 


operation in 1897. 


Bullt by an enterprising 
youngster, Lorne Campbell, 
who was only 22 at the time, 
the plant served the smelter 
erected on the banks of the 
Columbia two years earlier. 
Today, 60 years later, four 
dams and generating stations 
develop 329,000 horsepower 
_from & total head of 365 feet. 
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lakes and rushing rivers— 


potential of ween power from its 


‘Surveys of all major water- 
ways indicate there is an ad- 
ditional power potential of 
25,211,000 horsepower waiting 
to he developed and this -esti- 
mate jig bound to, be revised 
upwards as years go by. 

As recently as last year of- 
ficial estimates ‘had  dis- 
counted the chance of har- 
nessing the waters of the 
mighty Peace River but since 
then detailed studies by the 
Wennet-Gren -interests have 
shown that the Peace cin be 
developed economically ~ to 
provide some 4,000,000 horse- 
power. . 


In the same year the B.C. 
Electric Company was formed 
and among the first pians 
undertaken was the construc- 
tion of ‘a. hydro piant at 
Goldstream —to—suppiement 
earlier steam generation. 

The plant, which was built 
on the Goldstream_ River, 
comprised two -Pelton —im- 
pulse water wheels connected 
to" two 360-kilewatt genera- 
tors. Storage works consisted 
of three dams for. storage 
basins and a baiancing re- 
servoir while a penstock, 28 
Inches In diameter aiid 8,000 
feet..long, provided a static 
head of 700 feet. Another 
generator of 500- kilowatt 
capacity was added in %903 
and still another, of 1,000 kilo- 
watt capacity the following 
year, 

Vancouver, was a little be- 
hind Victoria but in 1903 the 
Coquitiam-Buntzen plant, not 
far from Burrard Inlet, began 
producing power.

With.the establishment and 
growth of industries. in B.C. 
came the need and demand 
for power development on an 
everincreasing scale. From 
1910 to. 1920 the amount: of 
developed horsepower rose 
from 65,000 to 310,000, during 
the next 10 years the figure 
had more than doubled to 


630,000 horsepower and, de

spite the depression years, 
had ripen to 789,000 horse- 
power in 1941.

Huge Development 


In the documentary. sub- 
mission to the Royal. Com- 
mission on Canada's economic 
prospects in 1956, the provin- 
cial . government . predicted 


that by 1975 more than hatf- 


of the province's hydro-elec- 
trie potential will be utilized. 
This represents almost 500 
per cent of today's sevelep- 
ment. 

Backing up this ‘predicted 
increase is the continued ex- 
pansion of the two big utili- 
ties distributing. power — the 
£OVernmentowned B.C. 
Power..Commission_ and ihe 
privately operated B.C, Elec- 
tric Company. The B.C. Elec- 
tric is planning“to double it's 
1955 installed capacity by 
1961 and the power commis- 
sion’in 1956 expected to triple 
present requirements by 1961. 

Where will this power come 


from? 


By far the largest power 
plant in the province today is 
the 750,000-horsepower devel- 
opment at Kemano which syp- 
plies the electricity for the 
Aluminum Company of Can- 
ada’s smelter at Kitimat. 


The BC. Electric, which 


- supplies electricity to the 


highly-populated Victoria and 
Vancouver areas, as well as 
selling large blocks to B.C. 
industries, has almost reached 
the 1,000,000-horsepower stage 
in its productio »—almost four 


times the 253,000-forsepower 


produced by the company in | 


1945. 

The company gets 248,000 
horsepower from its Bridge 
River No,. 1 plant, another 
190,000 from Cheakamus, 82.- 
000 from Wahlech, 58,000 
from Seton, 70,000 from Bunt- 
zen No. 1, 40,000 from Clow- 
hom and 30,000 from La Joie. 

And, the company estimates 
that In the next 20 years or 
so it must develop another 
9,380,000 horsepower of elec- 
trical energy. 

The projected Bridge River 
No. 2 plant, due to be com- 
pleted in late 1959, will_pro- 
vide an additional 328,000

Within two years, however, 
a much better grade of coal 
was discovered about 200 
miles to the soupii, in what is 
now Nanaimo” Harbor. An- 
other fort was established and 
the white miners were trans- 
ferred to the new mines at 
Fort Nanaimo. 

The first shipment of 480 


barrels’ was made in Sept, 
1852..and..some._six months 
tater the first shipment was 
sent to San Francisco where 
it sold for $28 a ton. 

In the next few years thie 
emphasis :on-mining was--on 
gold—first in the Queen Char. 
lottes, then on the Columbia: 
and. Thompson Rivers- but 
gold mining did not assume 
important proportions until 
the rush on the Fraser early 
in 1858 The story of gold is 
told elsewhere in these pages. 

The eight years of intense 
gold rush activity had carried 
the colony of B.C, along on a 
gradually -diminishing crest 
of enthusiasm but_neverthe- 
Jess coal mining was flourish- 


ing at- Nanaimo...The market 


was increasing as the costal 
shipping expanded. 
Production was heavy. In 
1874 some 81,000 tons of the 
coal were produced, in 1879 
this had increased to 241,000 
tons. and by 1887 it had 
reached a staggering 413,000 


tons. 


New Developments Awaited Railway 


The population of the prov 
ince' was steadily growing 
but further real progress and 
expansion of the economy was 
to await two things—the com- 
ing of the transcontinental 
railroad and shortly after- 
ward, the development of the 
Kootenay and Boundary dis- 
tricts lode mines and the 
Crow's Nest Pass coal fields. 


In the last decade of the 
19th century transportation 
and lode mining were largely 
mutually dependent invest- 
ments. Without a railway 
mining could not develop past 
the stage of shipping high 
grade ores that could with- 
stand the cost of more primi- 
tive methods of haulage. It 
was difficujt to get heavy 
machinery to the mine sites. 
On the other hand railroad 
construction-was decidedly un- 
profitable until there were 
sufficient quantities of mater- 
ial available for shipment. 

Once again it- was the 
lonely prospector with his 
pick, shovel and a little dyna 
mite on foot, by boat, or with 
his pack animal, who led the 
way to a new , development 
boom. 


Silver Discovered 


In 1887 two brothers named 
Hall made their way along 


the west arm of Kootenay. 


Lake and while engaged in 
prospecting stumbled on a 
lode gf silver-bearing ore. 
This became the Silver King 
mine from which, two years 
later, a 40-ton shipment pro- 
duced 11.900 ounces of silver.

You might say B.C.’smitnicipal government 


‘originated in a cloud of 


dust. 


The dust was a source of concern to merchants 
and residents whenever a team of horses drew a wagon 
over. the dry, rutted streets of Victoria 100 years ago. 


The people didn't petition 
city hall. There was no city 
hall. And thefé was no civic 
authority to order a street 
watered, repaired, lighted or 
traffic directed. 

Our system Of. municipa! 
government evolved as the 
land filled with people. The 
people felt a need for services 
which_they.had_no-time to 
provide individually. ; 

The governor of the colony 
was too concerned with more 
vital matters—keeping peace 
with the Indians, protecting 
and levying licence fees on the 
hordes of gold seekers, and 
defining international bound- 
aries. 


The only other authority in 
the colonies was the Royal 
Navy. 


Some of the -serviets—con- 
struction of sidewalks or hang- 
ing of a lantern—were under: 
taken by individuals as a bust- 
ness venture, outside their 
own shops to encourage trade. 

A letter-writer to the Vie 
toria Gazette, July. 17, 1858, 
proposed there would be & 
ready income for the person 
who would draw a leaking 
water cask through the'streets 
on a wagon and lay the dust, 
suggesting services by con- 
tract to those willing to pay. 


Popular to Join Fire Brigade 


Sometimes local residents 
would volunteer their services 
to the community—as in the 
case of fire-fighting. Everyone 
would pitch in. In New West- 
minster, the Indian squaws 
would form ‘a bucket brigade. 
Eventually, both Victoria and 
New Westminster men formed 
volunteer fire companies, 
decked themselves in red 
shirts and brought pump en- 
gines from San Francisco.

1n Vic 
toria, the very seat of govern- 
ment, rowdies freed a drunken 
prisoner froma sheriff on 
Aug. 3, 1858, and Douglas had 
to send for sailors and ma- 
rines to restore order. 


But’ there were no police, 
and fo coroner, at hand when 
untold numbers died at the 
hands of Indians_or in the 
flooding Fraser, as the gold 
rush got under, way. 

New Westminster was origi- 
nally laid out by Col. Richard 
Moody and his Royal Engi- 
neers. under direction of coloy- 
ial officials. As the population 
expanded, lands were sold for 
settlement by the Crown. 
Tenders were called for road 
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provement. 

For purposes of incorpora- 
tion, the city was divided into 
four wards. Wards One and 
Four each elected one council- 
lor, ‘Ward-Fwo-had three and 
Ward Three two. In order to 
vote a man had to ‘hold prop- 
erty in one of the wards.

Council Picks Head 

Following the elections,Aug. 
7, 1860, a president was.¢lec- 
ted ‘by the counciljers, from 
the council. : 

The council was to meet four 
times a year, it had jurisdic: 
tion over. sanitation, regula 
tion of markets, fire preven- 
tion, prevention and removal 
of nuisances, and regulation 
over introduction of diseased 
and unhealthy meat. 

The first council had author- 
ity to use general revenues for 
construction of streets, drains 
and sewers. 

Taxes were levied on town 
lots and buildings, excepting 
government property, a rue 
which has survived until to- 
day, although the federal gov- 
ernment pays a grant in lieu 
of taxes. " 

The incorporation provided 
that taxes should not be In ex- 
cess of £2 on a property valu- 
ation of £100, unless a heavier 
tax was approved by a public 
vote. 


The council had the right to 
order landowners to clear 
their land because treed areag 
were a fire hazard. If the 
‘owner didn't act, the tmunici- 
pality could do the work “and 
charge the owner, if necessary 
appropriating and selling the 
land. 


Low Bidders Balk 


The first Mifficulty experi- 
enced was in the letting of 
contracts ‘for opening of 
streets. It was @ common prac- 
tice’for low bidders to refuse 
a’job after the contract was.

Finally a regulation was 
“passed-which +trat 
each tender be accompanied 
by the name of a responsible 
citizen who guaranteed ‘the 
contract wotild be completed, 
A surety f £50 had to accom- 
pany each tender of under 
£500 or 10 per cent of each 
contract in excess of that fig- 
dre.

The first board of health was 
established in New Westmins- 
ter in 1863. 

New Westminster council 
took over the fire department 
in 1861 

The council agreed to a sug- 
gestion by Governor Seymour 
which set up a public library 
known as the B.C. Institute. 
It was a co-operative venture 
with the government. Most of 
the first books were donated 
by the Royal Engineers—cher- 
ished volumes which they had 
brought with them from Eng- 
land. Membership cost $1 per 
month, $5 a year, or $50 for 
life. It opened Aug. 5, 1865.

industry Grew, Distant Medals Sought 


Farmeérs--began to_produce 
greater quantities which 
they expected to sell on more 
distant markets: where they 
would have to face the com- 
petition of other producing 
areas, Scientific methods of 
cultivation, of packing, storing 
and shipping and of distribut 
ing perishable ‘goods had to 
be studied.

com When:..Mictoria. became. the - 
company’s headquarters, Fort 
Langley on the Lower Fraser 
came into greater importance 
and a new foute was opened 
from Fort St. James to Fort 
Langley. The fertility of the 
soil around this post and the 
ease of sending supplies to 
Vancouver Island by water led 
to. the development of farm- 
ing. 

Butter produced in B.C, 
was sold to the Russians in 
Alaska and before long quite 
a trade in farm products also 
developed between the Rus- 
siaris and the company’s farm 
on Vancouver Island and in 
the San Juan islands 

- It is significant that the 
first application for land for 
farming on the lower main- 
land was coincident with the 
fever that followed the dis- 
covery of gold in the Fraser 
River. In the spring of 1858 
W. K. Squires applied for a 
grant of 100 acres of land on 
an island in the Fraser across 
from Hope, one of the centres 
of activity. He was given a 
lease pending legislation per- 
mitting the sale of land. 

Shortly afterwards Gover- 
nor James Douglas issued the 
first. preemption ordinance 
which enabled a pre-emptor 

_to..takeup160_acres_of land 


at 10 shillings an acre. 


Impetus of Gold - 


The first great impetus to 
farming ‘came with the dis- 
covery of gold fields in the 
Cariboo in 1860. For five or 
six years theré was a lively 
demand at the mines for food 
of all kinds and fantastic 
prices were paid. For exam- 
ple, at Quesnel, bacon sold at 
80 cents a pound; bears, 80 
cents; potatoes - $90 a 100 
pounds, and eggs, $8 a dozen. 

To relieve the pressure on 
food. supply, Governor 
Douglas urged the importa. 
tion of herds of cattle and 
sheep from Oregon, and dur- 
ing the next few year's many 
huge drives took place along 
the Okanagan Valley route to 
the Cariboo.. Between Jan. 1, 
1861, and. June 30, 1864, some 
7,720 cattle, 5.378 horses 


through the Osoyoos: custom 
station alone. 

By 1865 cattle ranching was 
fairly well established along 
the Thompson River Valley 
west of Kamloops and in the 
Nicola Valley.

Indians still play a big part 
in British Columbia's multi- 
million-dollar fishing indus- 


try, fourth, ranking ip. the 
province’s economy. ‘But, al- 


—though the Indians still enjoy 


some of their ancient excli- 
sive privileges,” such as fish- 
ing for salmon fn the spawn- 
ing stfeams, most prefer to 
fish the open seas and coastal 
inlets with modern boats, 

Today, Canada ranks sev-_ 
enth among the fish- produé 
ing countries of the world and 
British Columbia is the Do- 
minion's leading fisheries 
province. 


$46 Million in Boats 


In 1951, a record year, fish- 
eries income in British Colum- 
bia reached $84,000,000. In 
1957 it was down to $63,100.- 


_ 000, when four different work 


stoppages, due to contract 
disputes, hit the industry 
hard. 

British Columbia's highly 
organized fleet of “modern 
fishboats, from the largest 
whaler to the smallest row- 
boat, represents an invest- 
ment in boats alone of nearly 
$46,000,000 and another $8,- 
000,000 is investeq ‘in purse 
seines, gillnets, trolling gear, 
halibut fishing gear and other 
fishing equipment 

Manning this highly special- 
ized fishing fleet are 13,000 
rugged fishermen, including 
1,000 on packers and col- 
lectors. 

In addition: to those en- 
gaged in the primary industry 
of catching fish are approxi- 
mately 5.000 men and women, 
who handle the catch, process 
it and put it on the markets 
which encompass the globe. 
They are employed in salmon 
canneries, fish freezing and 
processing establishments, 
fish reduction plants and 
other fish handling facilities 
for- which-the-total-capital -in- 
vestment is estimated at con- 
siderably more than $100,000,- 
000. 

Salmon is the backbone of 
British Columbia fisheries 
and the annual harvest some 
years reaches as high as 200,- 
000,000 pounds of salmon 
with a market value of $60,- 
000,000. Last vear the salmon 
catch was 131,898,000 pounds 
which was marketed for $44,- 
903.000. 

Other fish species marketed 
last year included 295,375.000 
powifids of herring for $6.290,- 
000; 22,647,000 pounds of hali- 
but for $5,616,900; 4,627,000 
pounds of crabs and shrimps

- Foday's fishing fleet of 
more than 8000 vessels, 
equipped with the latest fish- 
ing aids — radio telephone, 
radar, electric sounding de- 
vices, refrigerating equip- 
ment—is-a far cry from the 
days when the white man 
first joined the Indians in 
fishing operations off the 
B.C. coast: 


A Tough Life 


First fishing boats were 
open and propelled by’ sails 
and odts. For many years 


during salmon seasons these 
small craft sailed or were 
towed-—out to the fishing 
grounds on a Sunday night 
and left there to fish for the 
ensuing week. The fishermen 
ate cold food and took what 
ever came in. the way of 
weather. It was a tough life. 

Later a canvas shelter was 
rigged over |the coom in the 
bow of the boat and this soon 
became general. 

Another... fisherman. _toek_ 
along a primus stove and that 
ended the “hard tack and salt 

. horse”. period. _Superstruc- 
tures appeared here and there 
on gillnetters and in 1925 
gasoline started the emanci- 
pation of the B.C, fisherman. 

They set the nets—and 
pulled them in by hand over 
the stern of their little boats, 
but at least they could get 
out to the fishing grounds 
and back to the cannery or 
camp under their own power. 

Early in the ‘30's inventive- 
ness again made things easier 
and more profitable. A large 
bobbin, now known as. the 
drum, was installed in the 
stern of gillnetiers and nets

Little Value 


Up until 1865 the timber 
lands of the Crown Colony of 
B.C. were regarded in the pub- 
lic’s estimation as of tittie 
or no value as such and could 
be acquired by purchase and 
Crown grant in the samé way 
and for the same price as any 
other Crown land 

This public attitude con- 
tinued until the land ordin- 
ance of 1865 introduced for 
the first time in the Colony, 
the system of granting the 
right to cut timber on Crown 
lands without aHenating the 
land itself. 

“The magnificent coastal 
forests, heavy with old 
growth fir, growing in silent 
and untouched splendor for 
hundreds of years, stood wait- 
ing at their doorsteps—a free 
gift of nature,” wrote Hon. 

“Gordon Sloan -in his most- 
recent report on the forest 
industry. 

Because of the excessive 
cheapness and, consequent, 
reckless alienation of natural | 
resources, the early days in 
every new country § are 
fraught with danger to the 
public interests of the com- 
munity. 

‘The-legisiator-in those days 
failed to recognize or realize 
the future value of natural 
resources, he gave no recog- 
nition to the value of state 


sold.at.a fat rate of 50 cents 
a 1,000 board feet; Owners 
of sawmills and’ those who 
agreed to build and operate 
mills, were permitted to ob- 
tain exclusive cutting rights 
over any area of forest they 
wanted by the payment of a 
holding charge of 10 cents an 
acre annuailly.. Hand loggers 
and. other small operators 
could obtain a licence to cut 
any chosen’ ‘timber for a small 
fee. 

Tie trend of this legislation 
was merely to encourage log- 
ging.

Port Alberni in 189% This 
plant, operated by the B.C. 
Paper Manufacturing Com- 
pany, was located on the So- 
mass River about two miles 
above the present site of Al- 
berni. 


Not Wood But Rags 


The plant was a second- 
hand rag mill -brought out 
from England and the supply 
of raw material was an early 
and frequent difficulty. The 
machinery was inadequate, 
there was much lost time and

1896.

than $240,000,000 annually

Then, after the forest man- 
agement licence system had 
been thoroughi¥*thrashed out 
in hearings’ before Mr. 
Sloan's second royal commis- 
sion in 1955 and - 1956, the 
government amended the 
Forest Act last session and 
adopted his recommendation 
that licences be granted for 
21 years only, at which time 
they may be renewed. 

Alj forms of forest tenure 
will now become known as 
various aspects of “tree farm- 
ing”"—a description which is 
as simple as it is accurate.

James Douglas wrote to the 
Secretary. of State for the

. “Banks of deposit are 
gxeatly needed in every dis 
trixt of British Columbia. The 
miners’ only: alternative at 
present is to bury his. gold 


dust fot security ,. . but were 
banks of deposit established 
they would willingly pay a 
monthly... pekeentage-.em..any 
sums they might depesii.”’ 


Quick Response to Plea by Douglas 


Governor Douglas’ plea 
did not fall on deaf ears. 
Quickly, there were five 


firms in Victoria competing 
for the purchase of the gold 
dust and bars of the province, 


amounting at that time to 
about $7,500,000. : 
They were:. Wells Fargo 


‘and Company, a San Fran- 
cisco banking and expressing 
firm; Messrs MacDonald and 
Company, a local banking in- 
stitution; two assaying firms, 
Marchand and Co. and Rob- 
ertson and Co., and the riew 
branch of the Bank of British 
North America. They were 
later joined by the Bank of 
British Columbia. 

The Bank of British North 
America—did—not go deeply 
into the purchase of gold, and 
it was left to MacDonald's 
Bank and the Bank of British 
Columbia to branch out of 
Victoria into the Cariboo. 


An enterprising. young 
Scotsman, Alexander\D. Mac 
Donald, had founded Mac- 


Donald's Bank in 1859 and it 
was the: first institution to 
undertake banking in all ite 
branches in the province. 


and it was—the first issuer of 
paper money in the province. 

Unfortunately MacDonald's 
Bank came to a sticky end. It 
failed disastrously in 1864 as 


a result of a robbery of its 
Victoria office 

This left banking enter 
prize largely to the Bank of 


British Columbia, and, one of 
its early actions was to set up 
an agency at New Westmin 
ster, which was nearer to the 
seat of miining operations 
Here at times an. early 
manager reported that he fre 
quently had $100,000 of 
bright gold bars on a table 
just behind the counter.

The emphasis, in this Centennial year is generally 
on-—industrial_progress, but no review of the past or 
forecast of the future would. be complete without an 
affirmation that, in spite of multiplying population and 
expansion of industrial areas, this province remains 


a veritable fisherman's paradise. 


True, there may not be the 
variety of species featured in 
many tropical areas 
there is nothing comparable in 
size, say, to tye biue-fin tuna 
But in Le ate, the steelhead 
and the Pacific salmon, this 
province offers the best there 
is in sports fishing, There is 
plenty of it 
each. year, and—it—can—be 
found within eyesight of the 
province’s largest buildings 
as well as in its most remote 
areas, 

Anglers everywhere know 
about the big trout to he 
found in lakes in the Kam- 
loops area, They have heard 
about Rivers Inlet and 
huge Tyee salmon up-to 70 
pounds, and about the king- 
sized coho of the Queen Char- 
lotte Islands. And they have 
read with awe about steelhead 
up to a record 36 pounds 
which have been pulled out of 
the Kispiox River, a tributary 
of the mighty Skeena. 

But that is only part of the 
story—-the glamor part, per- 
haps, but still only a small 
part. It hardly begins to tell 
the story of sports fishing in 
British Columbia. Perhaps 
the best way to do it would 
be to discuss in a little more 
detail the fishing to be found 
in one specific area. Vancou- 
ver Island, for instance. 


Has Everything 

Perhaps no other area of 
comparable size has as much 
to offer in a fishing way as 
Vancouver Island, It has 
everything to be found in 
British Columbia, and in 
ebuniance. 

It is a year-around delight 
for the fresh-water angler, its 
short, swift rivers and many 
lakes providing the best there 
is in trout fishing, including 
enough fly-fishing water to 
keep the purist happy. 

There are big trout, up to 
10 pounds, in such lakes as 
Buttle, Cowichan,. Kennedy, 
Mead and Comox. In others, 
and the Lower Campbell is 
cited as one known far and 
wide for its productivity, there 
is an abundance of rainbows 
and cutthroats to two and 
three pounds and, occasion- 
ally, larger. 

Among the rivers, 
Cowichan is the most famous, 
recognized as one—of--the 
world’s great fishing rivers. 
Fishing pressure has increased

Forests of fir, rivers choked with 
salmon, superb grazifg land and a rich fruit belt, all lay in British Colum- 
bia’s treasure chest,/waiting for enterprise to turn the key. 


British Columbia’s treasure chest is still yielding surprises, but the 
greatest treasure of all is the enterprise bred in her people by the conquest 
of a mountainous land.

New Preventives

Boundless Future Looms 
For Mankind in Aviation

For the past decade, 
passenger ‘traffic on the 
global skyways' has increased 
by at least 15. per cent per 
year, and, it is my opinion, 
that this year. will-see an in- 
crease of 20 per cent in fhe 
numberof passengers carried. 
This will come about largely 
because of the increased size, 
speed, range and passenger 
appeal of the new turbine 
powered aireraft which many 
of the major airlines are 
putting into operation during 


1958. 


Switt Changes the Rule in Aviation 


As we are all aware, the 
air age is a period character- 
ized by swift, sometimes vio- 
lent change. For example, it 
is startling to recall that, as 
recently as 30 years ago. the 
solo flight of Charles Lind. 
bergh across the Atlantic 
made bigger headlines. and_ 
created a greater sensation 
than last year’s launching of 
the Russian satellite: Even 
12 years ago, at the end of 
the war, the air crossing of 
the Atlantic was widely re- 
garded as an adventure re- 
gerved for the heroic or fool- 
ny se 


With this in mind, it is 
astounding to realize that dur 
ing the present year, over 
1,000,000 people will follow 
Lindbergh's trail, flying 
across the Atlantic. Between 
1950 and 1956. trans-ocean air 
travel increased by 141 per 
cent,_while._sea travel _in- 
creased 16 per cent. 

In 1956, for the first time, 
more people crossed the At- 
lantic by air than by water. 
During the peak travel period 
last summer, there were 100 
airline flights every day be- 
tween this continent and

Disregard Statistics 


In order to complete the

ter writer. In separating 
people from the maze of large 
numbers, we find that the 
services rendered by the air- 
lines have gr dually been 
brought within the reach of 
more and more passengers. 
An approximate picture of the 
2,000,000th tourist passenger 
to cross the North Atlantic 
revealed that he was young. 
under 40. and his income was 
under $7,000 a year. During 
the peak travel period, this 
passenger might wel) have 
been female, even younger 
and with ‘an even smaller in- 
come.

trains, fast ships and airlin-

traveller from the perimeter 
of his- residential community 
to the limits of his. continent. 

Within ‘the next 50 years, 
rocket power and nuclear 
power will,in-all- likelthood, 
be transporting the ordinary 
tourist-family to the ends of 
the earth,and. perhaps, be- 
fore another 160 years has 
elapsed. the vacationer will 
be sightseeing in space as 
casually as, today, he would 
visit a neighboring city. 

These remarkable changes 
are being brought about by 
the combined influence of two 
predominant trends: the in- 
crease in Man's mobility and 
the increase in his leisure 
time.
